PAR ES SALAAM, Aug. 30 (R). 
— Anglo-American negotiators 
striving for peace in Rhodesia 
paid a flying visit to Tanzania 
today in an effort.to Inject new 
life into settlement , plans recei- 
ved coolly in both black and 
white Africa. 

British Foreign Secretary Da- 
vid Owen and ILS. envoy And- 
rew Young talked for nearly 
two hours with Tanzanian Pre- 
sident Julius Nyerere, chairman 
of the “front-line” group of 
black states confronting Rhod- 
esia. 

Western sources said Dr. 
Owen and Mr. Young, U.S. 
Ambassador- to the United Na- 
tions, hoped to persuade Pre- 
sident Nyerere to compromise 
in Rhodesia's internal security 
arrangements during its trans- 
fer to black rule. 

But there was no comment 
when the two negotiators left 
later for Nairobi to prepare 
for talks 'in Rhodesia on Th- 
ursday with leaders of the br- 
eakaway, white-ruled British 
colony. 

Dr. Owen and Mr. Young 
flew to Dar Es Salaam from 
South Africa after talks with 
Prime Minister John Vorster 
which failed to elicit public 
South African support for the 
latest Western peace package. 

Tbeir diplomatic shuttle drew 
a similar blank in T-i^k a at 
the weekend with leaders of 
Rhodesian black nationalist gu- 
errillas and presidents of the 
front-line states.

NEW YORK. Aug. 30 (R). — 
Psychiatrists told a New York 
Judge today that David Ber- 
kowitz -- accused of being the 
"Son of Sam” murderer who 
terrorised New York for one 
year --is mentally unfit to 
stand trial.

00 the psychiatrists' advice. He 
ordered a hearing in October. 

Berkowitz, a 24-year-old po- 
stal cleric, sat motionless and 
expressionless as Judge Gerald 
Held read sections of the psy- 
chiatric report to a packed Bro- 
oklyn courtroom. 

The report, prepared by Dr. 
““riel Schwarts, Chief of fore- 
h*ic medicine at Brooklyn’s 
Wngs County hospital, declar- 
ed that the alleged killer of 
*ot people was "an incapaci- 
tated person as a result of me- 
ttal disease and defect He 
cannot assist in his own defe- 
nce” 

The report said that Berkow- 
dz is suffering from paranoia.

SAUSBURY, Aug. 30 (AFP). 
— Premier Ian Smith wound 
up the campaign for Wednes- 
day's general election last ni- 
ght with a major meeting- but 
left voters still uncertain about 
the major issue, the latest Ang- 
lo-American proposals on Rho- 
desia. The latest opinion poll 
published today showed nearly 
two out of three voters would 
support his party. 

The predominautly-white vot- 
ers who go to the polls only 
know of the proposals through 
newspaper “leaks”. The plans, 
still secret and thus potenti- 
ally open to change, have al- 
ready been rejected by Mr. 
Smith who has campaigned on 
the basis of an internal settle- 
ment with moderate African 
leaders, excluding those of the 
nationalist guerrillas. 

British Foreign Secretary Da- 
vid Owen and United States 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions Andrew Young, are due 
here on Thursday, the day after 
the elections, to put their pea- 
ce plan to Mr. Smith. 

The campaign meetings here 
have not attracted big crowds, 
and the major political parties 
have tried to sway the voters 
by big newspaper advertiseme- 
nts reaffirming their positions. 
“How can Ian Smith deny that 
he is planning to hand over the 
country to black majority rule”, 
asked the Rhodesian Action 
Party (RAP), formed by right- 
ist dissidents from the ruling 
Rhodesian Front Party.

70 injured in 
Portugal clash 

EVORA, Portugal, Aug. 30 (R). 
— Portuguese riot police clash- 
ed with left-wing demonstra- 
tors in this farm belt town 
south of Lisbon today in the 
first serious violence since Pa- 
rliament approved controver- 
sial agrarian reforms earlier 
this month.

The Liberal National Unify- 
ing Force (NUF) called for vo- 
ters to accept the Anglo-Ame- 
rican proposals "as a basis for 
negotiation and peace”. The Li- 
beral group, which is only put- 
ting up 18 candidates for the 
50 seats, urged "peace and pro- 
sperity among Rhodesians und- 
er a non-aligned black nation- 
alist government”. 

Mr. Smith’s Rhodesian Front 
(RF), confident of victory, con- 
centrated its attacks on the ex- 
treme right: "The RAP is try- 
ing to impose a 1963 solution 
to a 1977 problem”, it said. 

The,RF appears to have lit- 
tle to fear if the latest public 
opinion poll can be believed. 
Published in the Financial Gaz- 
ette here the poll gave Mr. 
Smith 61.2 per cent of the vo- 
tes, 5 per cent more than the 
newspaper’s previous opinion 
poll forecast. But more than 
35 per cent of those questioned 
refused, either to say for 
which party they would vote 
or said they did not know. 

Tonight Mr. Smith is to bro- 
adcast to the nation. He is ex- 
pected to reaffirm his already- 
stated stance, that certain asp- 
ects of the Anglo-American pl- 
an are unacceptable, particular- 
ly that of dismantling the Rh- 
odesian army, and the demand 
for his resignation and repla- 
cement by a London-appointed 
administration. 

Dr. Owen and Mr. Young 
yesterday had a foretaste of 
the reception which awaits 
them here on Thursday, when 
they met South African Prime 
Minister John Vorster in Pre- 
toria, two days after Mr. Smi- 
th had talks there with him. 

The envoys are due here ea- 
rly on Thursday for morning 
talks with Mr. Smith, and are 
scheduled to leave the same 
day. 

Rhodesian government mem- 
bers have criticised Mr. Young 
several times in the past for 
bis statements on Rhodesia. 

Of 172,000 adult whites, 
7,500 coloureds (mixed races) 
and 5,200 Asians officially co- 
unted in June last year, 85,406 
have registered to vote on the 
"European roll" after having 
met income, age and residency 
requirements laid down in the 
present qualified franchise sy- 
stem. 

Only 0.3 per cent of 2.4 mil- 
lion qualified Africans (from a 
total population of 6 million) 
hare bothered to register to 
vote in what most regard as 
simply an exercise in white 
power politics. 

Mr. Smith told a rally last 
night that he stood by the pre- 
sent voting system.

JERUSALEM. Aug. 30 (AFP). 
— Israeli Premia' Menachem 
Begin today rejected a sugges- 
tion by Syrian President Hafez 
Assad that the Arab League 
should represent the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation at any 
resumed session of the Gene- 
va Middle East conference. 

Speaking to newsmen on his 
return from an official visit 
to Bucharest, Mr. Begin said: 
The Arab League is not a 
state, and so cannot participa- 
te in the Geneva conference, 
not even to represent the Pa- 
lestinians.” 

He went on: “Israel will ca- 
tegorically oppose any partici- 
pation by this organisation in 
the Geneva conference. 

“Not being a state, the Ar- 
ab League cannot negotiate or 
sign a peace treaty." 

Mr. Begin's refusal was the 
first official Israeli reaction to 
President Assad’s suggestion, 
which be made In an interview 
with the New York Times. 

In Beirut' the PLO today al- 
so rejected the proposal by 
President Assad. 

A PLO spokesman in Beirut 
said: "The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation will not accept 
being represented by the Arab 
League.” 

He added: “As the sole rep- 
resentative of the Palestinians, 
it is up to the PLO to take 
decisions for the Palestinian 
people.” 

The PLO, the spokesman sa- 
id, insisted that the Arab Lea- 
gue recognition of the PLO 
as the sole representative of 
the Palestinians, afforded at an 

U.S. loaned 
Israeli office 
$3 million 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AFP). 
— The United States loaned 
the Israeli arms buying office 
in New York nearly $3 million 
to cover its operating expen- 
ses over the last 20 months, 
the Director of the Defence 
Security Assistance Agency 
(DSAA) Gen. Howard Fish sa- 
id last night. 

The general pointed out that 
this arrangement was perfectly 
legal within the terms of the 
foreign military sales act and 
applied to other countries pur- 
chasing arms in the United St- 
ates. Israel, however, was al- 
lowed 20 years to repay the 
loan while other countries on- 
ly had seven to 12 years. 

The amount involved, from 
Dec. 1975 until this month, 
was $2.8 million, Gen. Fish sa- 
id. It covered domestic travel 
expenses of the buying missi- 
on’s personnel, telephone bills, 
lawyers’ and experts’ fees. 

The Israeli arms buying mi- 
ssion in New York has 202 em- 
ployees, twice as many as the 
Israeli embassy in Washington. •

He recalled that just a few 
days ago, the Palestinian Cen- 
tral Council reaffirmed that the 
PLO should bare its own rep- 
resentation, on an equal foot- 
ing, at all international confe- 
rences dealing with the Pales- 
tinian question and the Arab- 
Israeli dispute. 

Mr. Begin also declared that 
Israel was ready to fight any 
potential aggressor. 

"Israel is not interested In 
war and will never initiate 
one,” he replied. 

“But, if attacked, we shall 
defend ourselves and some- 
times as a result of an attack 
there is a necessity to counter- 
attack. We cannot be threaten- 
ed with aggression”. 


Commenting on his visit to 
Romania, Mr. Begin described 
his talks there as Very use- 
ful”. 

The visit, he said, had been 
“very important, even if I did 
not meet any Soviet or Arab 
representatives.” 

He went on: "Israel and Ro- 
mania want a peace agreement 
in the Middle East, but differ 
on the means of achieving it 
But these differences of opi- 
nion cannot affect our bilateral 
relations.” 

A joint communique releas- 
ed in Bucharest today stressed 
the same point, saying : “In 

spite of the divergent views on 
a solution to the Middle East 
problem, the two parties con- 
sider it essential to increase ef- 
forts to reach a just and last- 


ing peace. 

"Differences of opinion on 
this matter must not stand in 
the way of the friendly rela- 
tions between the “Romanian 
and Israeli people.” 

Romanian Premier Manea 
Manes cu is to visit Israel at a 
date to be fixed later, the co- 
mmnique said. 

Israeli newsmen indicated 
that the drawing up of the co- 
mmunique took considerable 
time with the Romanians payi- 
ng special attention "not to up- 
set the Arab world.” 

Sources here said Mr. Be- 
gin's next trip will be to the 
United States next May to take 
part in Israeli independence ce- 
lebrations at a mass gathering 
of 100,000 American Jews in 
New York. 


Arafat accuses U.S. of 


ignoring Palestinian problem 


MOSCOW, Aug. 30 (R). — 
Palestinian Leader Yasser Ara- 
fat accused the United States 
in an interview published today 
of trying to ignore the Pales- 
tinian problem and frustrate 
the Geneva Middle East yeace 
talks. 

Mr. Arafat was interviewed 
by the Soviet News Agency 
TASS after what he described 
as frank and successful ks 
here yesterday with Fo <p» 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. .A- 
SS said they were holding a 
second meeting today. 

The Palestinian leader shar- 
ply attacked the recent Middle 
East tour by UJS. Secretary of 
State CYrus Vance, alleging it 
was directed “at delaying and 
even frustrating the Geneva 
peace conference," TASS said. 

He alleged Mr. Vance tried 
to disregard the Palestinian 
problem, which has known to 
be the cornerstone for any set- 
tlement, it added. 

“Vance’s mission in the Mid- 
dle East, Arafat noted, has 
shown that the U.S. has not gi- 
ven up its plans, if not of tor- 
pedoing the Geneva conferen- 
ce, then if possible emasculat- 
ing its meaning,” TASS said. 

Mr. Arafat, according to TA- 
SS, said this was shown by U.S. 
efforts “to bar the Soviet 
Union from participation in the 
Middle East settlement.” 

The Palestinian leader's criti- 
cism apparently was directed 
at a U.S. -Egyptian call for a 
working group for a resump- 
tion of the Geneva conference. 

But he made no explicit re- 
ference to the scheme; which 
Moscow has repeatedly critici- 
sed, and also avoided comment 
on the issue of United Nations 
Resolution 242. 

Last week, the PLO formal- 
ly rejected a U.S. suggestion 
that it drop opposition to the 
resolution, which implicitly re- 
cognises Israel’s right to exist- 
as a condition for Joining new 
peace talks. 

According to U.S. sources 
here, Mr. Gromyko last week 
sought clarification from Ame- 


rican Ambassador Malcolm 
Toon of Washington’s proposal. 

They said the Soviet foreign 
minister wanted to know if the 
U.S. saw Resolution 242 as an 
acceptable basis of a peace set- 
tlement if it was modified to 
Include guarantees for the cre- 
ation of a Palestinian home 
land. 

Diplomats said the Palestin- 


ian leader's talks with Mr. 
Gromyko concentrated on the 
key problem of a Palestinian 
role at Geneva. Israel and the 
UJS. have so far refused to ne- 
gotiate with the PLO. 

Mr. Gromyko is due to meet 
Mr. Vance in a wade’s time and 
will have wanted to gauge PLO 
thinking on the issue before- 
hand, they said- 



Fighting unabated in 
south Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Aug. 30 (R). — Two 
people were killed and more 
than 100 shells crashed into 
leftist-held Nabatiyeh and near- 
by areas in overnight fighting 
in south Lebanon, the rightw- 
ing Phalangist radio said to- 
day. 

It quoted travellers from 
the south as saying that the 
two victims died during an ar- 
tillery duel in the eastern se- 
ctor of the southern front. 

Fighting has continued in 
south Lebanon between rightist 
forces and a Pa 1 estinian- 1 e ftist 
alliance in spite of the truce 
is other areas since last Nove- 
mber; a mainly Syrian peace 
force has not gone deep into 


the south because of Israeli 
objections. 

Under a peace plan worked 
out by the government, a re- 
gular Lebanese army force will 
be sent to the south to separa- 
te the combatants. But no spe- 
cific date has yet been announ- 
ced for its despatch. 

The Palestine News Agency 
(WAFA) said tonight that Is- 
raeli and rightist gunners she- 
lled the Taybeh and Bint JbaH 
areas in the central sector ove- 
rnight. 

The Pales tinian-leftist forces 
fired back, it said. 

WAFA reported heavy mili- 
tary reinforcement of rightist 
villages ln_ the central sector 
and Israeli warplanes flying 
over tibe area. 


100,000 dancing, chanting Chinese greet 
Yugoslav’s Tito on first Peking visit 


PEKING, Aug. 30, (R). — Pre- 
sident Tito of Yugoslavia to- 
day received a spectacular we- 
lcome on his first visit to Ch- 
ina. 

Some 100,000 dancing, cha- 
nting people staged a carnival- 
like reception for the 85-year- 
old leader as his motorcade pa- 
ssed through the flag-decked 
streets of Peking. 

He was met at the airport 
by Chairman Hua Kuo-teng and 
two of the Communist Party's 
four vice-chairmen, and was 
feted tonight at a nine-course 
banquet for 650 guests in the 
Great Hall of the People. 

President Tito and Ch airma n 
Hua drank toasts to closer re- 
lations between their countries. 

But their speeches revealed 
differing views on the interna- 
tional situation and President 
Tito did not back P eking 's pre- 
dictions that world war was 
inevitable. 

Marshal Tito also said pati- 


ent efforts should continue to- 
wards achieving a relaxation 
of international tension in the 
forum of the European Securi- 
ty Conference, which China has 
bitterly attacked. 

Informed sources said that 
in his talks with Chairman Hua 
over the next four days, the 
president would present Yugo- 
slavia’s position and looked 
forward to hearing China’s vie- 
ws in fulL 

Closer ties sought 

Marshal Tito referred to 
Chairman Hua as “comrade” 
and said Belgrade wanted clo- 
ser ties with Peking. 

“The differences existing bet- 
ween us should not affect this 
cooperation,” he added. 

Marshal Tito arrived here 
from Moscow and North Korea 
-- a route that highlighted Bel- 
grade’s independence within 


the International Communist 
Movement. 

To save President Tito em- 
barrassment Peking dropped 
its customary criticism of the 
Soviet Union, and simply acc- 
used the two superpowers of 
war preparations. 

But it made clear it would 
condemn any attempt at fore- 
ign interference in Yugoslavia. 

“The Chinese people firmly 
support Yugoslavia’s non-alig- 
ned policy and the people's 
just struggle in defence of In- 
dependence and sovereignty 
against foreign aggression and 
subversion,” Chairman Hua 

said. 

*Firm like iron” 

He recalled that the late 
Mao Tse-tung bad praised Ma- 
rshal Tito “for defying pres- 
sure and as being firm like 
iron* 


Analysts believe one of the 
aged president’s objectives on 
the tour is to stabilise Yugos- 
lavia's relations with the Com- 
munist world for the uncer- 
tain period that lies ahead. 

In the 1950s and 1060s, Mar- 
shal Tito was depicted by Pe- 
king as a revisionist but rela- 
tions with Belgrade have imp- 
roved steadily over the past 
years. Tonight Mr. Hua imfied 
his arrival here as a major 
event. 

The state banquet was atten- 
ded by six Chinese Politburo 
members - - among them rece- 
ntly-rehabilitated Vice -Chairm- 
an Teng Hsiao-ping -- two mi- 
nisters and the widow of the 
late Premier Chou En-Iai, 
Teng Ying Chao. 

Yugoslav sources said the 
president would tra^rel to Iran 
from China and denied foreign 
reports he intended to visit 

Cambodia. 
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Mr. Menachem Begin is really outdoing himself. 
Not only will he not talk to the PLO, he will not 
countenance the idea of any person, group or organi- 
sation standing in for the Palestinians, the obvious 
implication being that he does not recognise the 
Palestinians as a party to the dispute created by 
Israel’s usurpation of their homeland, and does not 
think they are entitled to be represented even by 
proxy, 

Mr. Begin's stated objection to the credentials of 
the Arab League is that, not being a state, the league 
cannot negotiate or sign a peace agreement By the 
same yardstick, the Palestinians not being 2 state, 
cannot negotiate or sign a peace agreement, no 
matter who represents them. It is precisely this right 
of representation that Mr. Begin is denying the hap- 
less people who have borne the cost of the creation 
of a Jewish homeland. 

No matter how you cut it, it is clear that Mr. 
Begin will leave no stone unturned to keep the Pales- 
tinian issue out of the discussions, whether at Geneva 
or elsewhere. Israel's refusal to deal with the PLO 
- - on the basis that it is a “terrorist organisation” 
bent on dismantling the exclusivist Jewish state - - is 
merely a red herring, a convenient excuse and derail- 
ing tactic to throw peace efforts off the track. That 
objection cannot by any stretch of the imagination be 
extended to the Arab League. 

The league can certainly negotiate for the Pales- 
tinians, if the Palestinians give their consent. The 
league does not have to sign anything, the peace 
agreement can be signed by the Arab “confrontation” 
states. The idea of the presence of an Arab League 
team to represent the Palestinians at the talks is to 
ensure that the Palestinian issue will be on the agenda 
and that Palestinian rights will get a hearing. The idea 
of having an independent spokesman is to highlight 
the fact that the cause of the Palestinian people is 
not to be confused with or limited to the question of 
territorial withdrawal. 

The fact that the Palestinians are central to a 
solution of the Middle East problem and that 
they are a people with rights who are entitled to a 
spokesman for those rights is precisely what the 
Israeli premier cannot stomach. That is why he does 
not want the Arab League at Geneva, not because it 
cannot sign a peace agreement, but because Mr. Begin 
does not recognise the right of the Palestinians to 
send an authorised agent to speak on their behalf. 

Why doesn’t Mr. Begin drop the flim flam and 
admit that he refuses to come to terms with the core 
of the problem ? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT, on Tuesday, said 
there is a connection between 
the intensified peace efforts in 
the Middle East, the Israeli an- 
xiety resulting from that and 
the increase of tension in Leb- 
anon. Israel has made no secret 
of its "military aid" to one of 
the parties of the Lebanese 
conflict and this can be interp- 
reted as an attempt to stop the 
Shtoura agreement from beco- 
ming effective enough to wind 
up the Lebanese civil war. The 
Lebanese situation is danger- 
ously becoming a pawn and can 

easily be used by Israel to pu- 
sh the whole area into the fla- 
mes of another war. Therefore, 
the Arabs should not give Isra- 
el this "golden opportunity" to 
release itself from a commit- 
ment to peace, by allowing the 
tension in Lebanon to go un- 
checked.

Pakistan’s new military rider is sticking to his promise to hold 
general elections on Oct. 18 and former Prime Minister Bhntto, 
t K) nr released, says he wot fight them. So long as this happens 
the Opposition, an amalgam of nine parties, will hokt together. 
Bhutto's wihdrawal, however, would probably mean a break up 
of the opposition. Following is a report on Gen. Zte-ul-H aq mH 
Ids plans.

LONDON (Gemini) — By an- 
nouncing that the Pakistan Pe- 
ople’s Party is to participate in 
the general election due on Oct. 
18, Zulflkar All Bhutto, the de- 
posed prime Minister of Pakis- 
tan, has paradoxically saved 
the opposition from flying ap- 
art* 

The opposition is a heteroge- 
neous grouping of nine diver- 
gent, mostly Tightest, parties 
called the Pakistan National 
Alliance (PNA). Its unifying 
force is the will to keep Bhut- 
to out of power. 

Mr. Bhutto knows that if he 
does not contest the election, 
fighting will develop within 
the PNA. 

Hius, addressing his workers 
the other day at Peshwar, Mr. 
Bhutto warned that his party 
would boycott the coming el- 
ections if “complete impartiali- 
ty was not observed to ensure 
free and fair elections.” 

He also claimed that as a 
result of such a boycott the 
country would be confronted 
with a grave national crisis and 
the responsibility in that case 
would not be that of his party. 

Before the array released Mr. 
Bhutto and 15 other political 
leaders on July 28 after 24 
days of “protective custody” 
following the coup on July 5, 
several martial law regulations 
were issued. One forbade the 
political parties or any person 
from obstructing, hindering or 
propagating against the holding 
of the elections. The penalty is 
seven years jail and/or fine 
and/or whipping of up to ten 
stripes. 

lire martial law authorities 
were afraid that deliberate 
"character assassination” of 
Bhutto personally with the tac- 
it consent of the army could 
lead him to pull out of the 
elections and result in the cru- 


mbling of the PNA. 

Whatever Mr. Bhutto's gov- 
ernment did or did not do for 
the people, he made the mass- 
es of Pakistan, for the first 
time in the country’s history, 
politically alive and conscious. 

This boomeranged on him in 
the form of the countrywide 
agitation soon after the March 
elections, when it was alleged 
that the polls were rigged. 

Now politics in Pakistan is 
not confined to the rich and 
the elite, but has reached the 
masses -- and the masses are 
giving the lead to their leade- 
rs; it is the otherway round. 
Tf the PNA amalgum of nine 
parties flew apart they would 
turn on the PNA leaders. 

By announcing elections for 
the national and provincial as- 
semblies just 15 weeks after 
the army takeover, 53-year-old 
Gen. Zia-ul-Haq the chief 
martial law administrator and 
the chief of the general staff, 
has kept his word. He took 
over the country to save it 
from civil war and the army 
from being split It was a last- 
ditch effort and he cannot be 
accused of a self-seeking grab 
for power. 

The bloodless coup followed 
months of bitter and bloody 
strife between the Bhutto gov- 
ernment and the people and 
the nine opposition parties. In 
the agitation, which began 
soon after the general elections 
held on March 7 for the Na- 
tional Parliament at least 250 
pennle were killed. 

PNA charges that the Bhut- 
to administration rigged the 
March election which set off 
the trouble all over Pakistan, 
including in Bhutto’s political 
base, the Puniab. and his own 
home province. Sind. 

The maioritv of members of 
the Pakistan armed forces co- 
me from the Punjab. Mr. 
Bhutto's last bid to cling to 


power by imposing martial law 
in three important cities 
Lahore, Karachi and Hydera- 
bad - - brought the people in- 
to open clash with the army. 

This was the third time the 
army had taken over since 
Pakistan was established 30 
years ago. 

On Oct. 7, 1958 Gen. Ayub 
Khan took power and ruled for 
13 long years. This was follow- 
ed by Gen. Yahya Khan’s mili- 
tary rule which ended on Dec. 
20, 1971 when Mr. Bhutto took 
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over after being democratical- 
ly elected in the country’s first 
general elections. 

To discourage ambitious 
army officers from grabbing 
power, Mr. Bhutto fashioned 
the army commanders in his 
own image, sacking some gen- 
erals, forcing retirements of 
others and promoting -- inclu- 
ding Gen. Zia -- the present 
commanders above their sta- 
tion and turn. 

Zia is known for his religious 
fervour. Thus, in his first radio 
and T.V. address, he paid spe- 
cial tribute to the resergence 
of the Islamic spirit. He referr- 
ed to the opposition as a “mo- 


vement” -- perhaps a reference 
to their demand for the intro- 
duction of Islamic principles 
and Mr. Bhutto's decision in 
April to yield to the demand 
for a ban on drinking, gambl- 
ing and horse-racing. 

The general introduced the 
Islamic punishment of cutting 
off the hands of thieves and 
whipping the offenders. He said 
that he had taken the painful 
steps to restore tranquility as 
a soldier of Islam and nothing 
would deter him from his de-

termination to restore power to 
the people’s representatives el- 
ected in a general election. 

By keeping his word Gen. 
Zia-ul-Haq could rehabilitate 
the image of the Pakistan arm- 
ed forces and so wipe away 
the painful memories of its 
disastrous defeat by India in 
the Bangladesh war in 1971. 

Gen. Zia, of medium height, 
stocky and with a slightly dro- 
oping moustache, was promot- 
ed genera] and appointed chief 
of staff by Mr. Bhutto on 
March 1, 1976. He was bom 
in Jullunder. East Punjab, now 
a part of India. 

He was commissioned in May

1945, two years before Pakis- 
tan’s independence from the 
Royal Indian Military Academy 
at Dehradun (India) and was 
among the last group of offic- 
ers to be commissioned from 
the academy before the British 
gave independence to India and 
Pakistan in August 1947. 

In World War II Zia fought 
in Burma, Malaya and Indone- 
sia for the Allies. He graduated 
from Command and Staff Col- 
lege in 1955. He also attended 
the Armour Officers Advance 
Course at the Command and 
General Staff Officers Course, 
both in America, in 1959 and 
1963 respectively. 

Gen Zia, married with five 
children, was decorated with 
the award of Kaukab and Istiq- 
‘ lal by King Hussein in 1970. 
He also served in the two 
Pakistan-India wars in 1965 
and 1971. 

He hopes that on Oct. 18 the 
choice before the P akistani vot- 
er will remain simply Bhutto’s 
Pakistan People’s Party or the 
PNA and that the outcome 
will somehow be clear-cut. 
Otherwise, having once exercis- 
ed the military option, the gen- 
eral is going to have to keep on 
exercising it. 

There are 200 general seats 
in the National Assembly, bro- 
ken down thus : 

North-West Frontier Provin- 
ce, 26; Federally Administrated 
Tribal Areas, 8; Federal Capi- 
tal, one; Punjab, 115; Sind, 43; 
and Baluchistan, 7. 

For the four provincial asse- 
mblies there are 460 general 
seats: 

The North-West Frontier Pro- 
vince, 80; the Punjab, 240; Sind, 
100 and Baluchistan, 40. 

There were 30,875,951 per- 
sons registered voters at the 
last March elections. The last 
date for filing nomination pap- 
ers was Aug. 18 1977.

KUALA LUMPUR (R). — 
Malaysia celebrates the 20th 
anniversary of independence 
from British rule on Wednes- 
day (Aug. 31j confident that it 
has achieved a good measure 
of political stability and can 
contain a persistent commu- 
nist guerrilla threat.

The Thai move 
was prompted by violent anti- 
Malaysian demonstrations over 
alleged Malaysian military in- 


Communist Party of Malaya 
(CPM) had built up their bas- 
es in the Thai border districts 
of Sado, Weng and the Betong 
Salient - - a large slice of Thai 
territory jutting into Malaysia 
- - over the years since they 
were defeated in the 1948-60 
Malayan communist insurgen- 
cy. 

Malaysia suffered a diploma- 
tic rebuff in August 1976 at the 
non-aligned summit conference 
in Colombo, where Vietnam and 
Laos attacked the Association 
of South East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) concept of neutralisa- 
tion of Southeast Asia, spon- 
sored by the Malaysian govern- 
ment, as American-spawned. 

Foreign Minister Tengku Ah- 
mad Rithauddeen later visited 
both Hanoi and Vientiane whe- 
re the Vietnamese and Laotian 
leaders pledged closer bilateral 
relations with Malaysia. How- 
ever they remained suspicious 
of ASEAN as a group and cri- 
ticised the joint Thai-Malaysi- 
an military operations against 


border communists. 

Malaysia opened diplomatic 
relations with the otter Indo- 
china state, Cambodia, and ac- 
ted as an ASEAN host, along 
with Singapore, to the Cambo- 
dian Deputy Premier in Charge 
of Foreign Affairs, Mr. lens 
Sary, during his tour of non- 
aligned countries in the region. 

Datuk Hussein said Indo- 
china states should in return 
respect Malaysia’s right to a 
democratic form of govern- 
ment. 

Datuk Hussein hosted the 
second ASEAN summit m e e tin g 
in Kuala Lumpur in early 
August. 

The conference yielded for 
Malaysia a political and diplo- 
matic bonus when President 
Ferdinand Marcos of the Phili- 
ppines announced that he was 
taking definite steps to end the 
Philippine claim to the east 
Malaysian state of Sabah. 

The gkfrn, consistently re- 
jected by Malaysia, has been 
an irritant between the two 
countries, twice causing a bre- 
ak in diplomatic ties. 

With Singapore, which left 
the Malaysian Federation in 
1965, Malaysia's relations re- 
main close and business-like. 

The special branches of the 
two police forces have worked 
together to frustrate commu- 
nist attempts to build up under- 
ground organisations in the Is- 
land republic and In peninsular 
Malaysia. 

Home Minister Tan Sri Gta- 
zali Shafie publicly thanked 
Singapore for security coope- 
ration in helping uncover 20 
communist underground netw- 
orks over the last two years. 
He said the police success had 
caused a long-term setback to 
the CPM*s plan for a second 
round of communist insurgency 
in Malaysia. 

On the economic front the 
government’s new policy aims 
to give Malays a 30 per cent 
ownership stake in the national 
economy by 1990. 

The new economic policy was 
formulated after Malay-Chinese 
racial riots of 1969 in Kuala 
Lumpur in which several hun- 
dred lives were lost. 

The four million Chinese, to- 
gether with foreigners, control 
about 80 per cent of the Mala- 
ysian economy. There are more 
than five million Malays.

International Coffee Organisation

UNITED NATIONS, Aug. 29 
(R). — ■ Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim yesterday proposed 
a U.N. budget for the two-year 
period 1978-79 which would 
increase appropriations by 20 
per cent over 1976-77. 

.But a U.N. budgetary wat- 
chdog committee recommended 
cuts in Mr. Waldheim's figur- 
es. 


Iraq cancels 
World Bank 
agreement 

BAGHDAD, Aug. 30 9). — 
Iraq’s decision to cancel a 
$40 million agreement with 
the World Bank was a blow 
to the policy adopted by 
the bank, the semi-official 
newspaper A1 Jumbooriya 
said yesterday. 

States which “follow in 
the steps of Imperialist poli- 
cy, particularly American 
policy, always have the su- 
pport of the World Bank,” 
it said. 

But assistance to “libera- 
ted states” was held up and 
obstacles placed in the way 
of their development plans 
It added. 

Iraq announced on Satur- I 
day It would caned the 
1973 agreement on grain 
storage. 

A Foreign Ministry offici- 
al said it was felt the bank 
was adopting a biased at- 
titude hi its dealings with 
Iraq and had failed to car- 
ry out its commitment un- 
der the agreement to buOd 
sOos. 


The secretary general prop- 
osed a new budget totalling 
$941,701,700. He said most of 
the 20.1 per cent increase was 
due to the cost of maintain- 
ing activities already built into 
the budget and to inflation. 

Leaving out these elements, 
the real growth of the budget 
amounted to only 22 per cent, 
he said. 

In a senarate report, which 
will also go before the General 
Assembly session opening on 
Sept- 20, the U-N.'s Advisory 
Committee on Administrative 
and Budgetary Questions 
(ACABQ) recommended paring 
Mr. Waldheim's figures by 
$26.7 million. 

AGABQ, a watchdog comm- 
ittee compromising 13 experts, 
would spread cuts throughout 
the budget but particularly on 
areas where Mr. Waldheim pr-

Dollar dips on

ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 
30 (R). — The U.S. dollar dip- 
ped to Its lowest level against 
the franc on the foreign exch- 
ange here yesterday as markets 
assessed the weekend devalua- 
tions of Scandinavian currenc- 
ies. The dollar hit a record of 
2.3690 francs then returned to 
2.3915 francs after the Swiss 
National Bank intervened, de- 
alers said. The U.S. currency 
had opened at 2.3717 francs, 
compared with Friday’s close 
of 23767 francs. 

In New York the dollar rose 
in active trading following the 
devaluation news. 

Speculators were buying the 
American currency after mov- 
ing away ra anticipation of the 
weekend shake-tip in the Euro- 
pean joint currency float, deal- 
ers said.

Iran may keep production low 


Iran’s dally oil production 
during the first six months of 
this year averaged 5.6 million 
barrels, or 200,000 barrels be- 
low the 5.8 million barrels fo- 
recast for 19 77. Production last 
month dropped to 4.7 million 
barrels. Official sources said 
however that while the origi- 
nal production goal was still 
within reach, increased produc- 
tion may no longer be desira-

NAIROBI, Aug. 29 (R). — 
The International Coffee Orga- 
nisation (ICO) Executive Board 
began a five-day meeting yes- 
terday to discuss proposals for 
stabilising coffee prices. 

The meeting Opened with wa- 
rnings from South American 
producers of critical years ah- 
ead for the commodity. 

The board will consider a 
Mexican proposal, backed by 
II Latin American countries 
meeting in Mexico City last 
week, to set up a fond to wh- 
ich both consumers and pro- 
ducers would contribute, as a 
buffer against violent price flu- 
cu tattoos. 

Mexico la seeking the board’s 
adoption of the proposal, which 
would then be discussed at the 
ICO annual meeting in London 
next month. 

Conference sources said the 
annual meeting is likely to re- 
commend formation of a study 
group to look into the idea. 

Brazilian Coffee Institute Pre- 
sident Camfllo e-alarum told 
the meeting his country exha- 
usted its stocks last year when 
six million bags of coffee were 
produced, seven million bags 
consumed in Brazil and 17 mil- 
lion bags exported. 

“We face a situation in wh- 
ich there are no longer any 
strategic stocks to make good 
production shortfalls,'’ he said. 

In only two years since 1964-

fee surplus, he said.

Albania attacks East 
Bloc “human traffic" 


VIENNA, Aug. 30 (R). — 
Albania yesterday in its official 
Communist Party daily, Zeri I 
Popullit, accusal the Soviet 
Union of dealing in a “human 
traffic” of emigrating Jews to 
secure credits from American 
capitalists. 

At the same time, the Krem- 
lin and Soviet Bloc countries 
like Poland are “selling off” 
German Poles to West Germ- 
any in exchange for financial 
and economic aid. the paper 


said in an article. 

The newspaper, reflecting is- 
olationist Albania’s fierce op- 
position to links between com- 
munist and capitalist states, 
said the Russians were filling 
the Israeli War industry with 
"scientific workers trained in 
Soviet universities." 

“Others do the same. All this 
has allowed the Soviet social 
imperialists to win credits am- 
ounting to billions of dollars 
from American monopolies,” it 
added. 


PEKING (R). — Communist 
China is putting a new stress 
on the need for its factories 
to make profits and accumulate 
funds for reinvestment to build 
up its industrial base. 

The shift in China’s economic 
policies began with the down- 
fall last October of the radical 
“gang of four", who are being 
blamed for political factiona- 
lism which disrupted produc- 
tion in a number of key areas 
in recent years. 

The change has been given 
a sense of urgency since the 
return to power last month of 
Deputy Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping, who has issued a charac- 
terically blunt call for “less 
empty talk and more hard 
work.” 

In a weekend editorial, die 
People’s Daily underlined once 


more the need to raise quality, 
cut wastage and accumulate 
funds for both profit and rein- 
vestment. 

It said the late Communist 
Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
had repeatedly stressed that 
enterprises must have proper 
economic accounting procedur- 
es and increase the accumula- 
tion of funds. 

"The accumulation of funds 
is an indispensable condition 
for the existence and develop- 
ment of society,” the People’s 
Daily said. 

It continued: “We need a 
large amount of funds to build 
our country Into a powerful 
society by the end of the cen- 
tury, with all-round modernis- 
ation of industry, the army and 
science and technology. 

“Where do these funds come 
from? The only method is to

The New China News Agen- 
cy (NCNA) noted approvingly 
that the city of Shanghai had 
set a record for the revenue it 
had turned over to the state in 
the first seven months of this 
year. 

NCNA said the city had fail- 
ed to meet its annual revenue 
plan for the three years from 
1974 to 1976 because radicals 
had opposed proper account- 
ing procedures and the accum- 
ulation of funds by factories 
and other enterprises. 

It added that people from 
municipal finance offices had 
been sent to factories to help 
improve their financial opera- 
tions and speed capital turn- 
over. 

Last month, NCNA stated 
that proper statistics were in- 
dispensable for a planned eco- 
nomy and urged full and accu- 
rate information be collected 
at first-hand. 

The People’s Daily, also not- 
ing the need for improved ma- 
nagerial skills, said the profit- 
ability of an enterprise "direc- 
tly affects the material base of 
the country" and the long- 
term interests of the state. 

However, it stressed the pur- 
pose of efficient industry was 
not profit for the sake of pro- 
fit, but to provide a material 
base to improve the livelihood 
of the people. 


The newspaper bitterly at- 
tacked the "gang of four” for 
bringing “disaster to foe coun- 
try” by condemning enterpris- 
es for proper fiscal practices 
and profitability and justifying 
loss-making organisations. 

The government acknowled- 
ges that some operations must 
be run at a loss for social re- 
asons, and the People’s Daily 
added “all enterprises, apart 
from those which make losses 
through policy decisions, must 
malm profits ” 

A number of examples of in- 
dustrial disruption as a result 
of political factionalism over 
the past few years have come 
to light: One such was the Na- 
nchang tractor plant in the so- 
uthern province of Kiangsi, 
where workers continued to 
draw their wages although 
it only operated for 15 months 
over a three-year period. 

Industrial anarchy was also 
reported in the sflk industry in 
Hangchow, where trade union 
official Wen Sen-ho was even- 
tually purged for fomenting in- 
dustrial unrest. 

The government in recent 
months has ordered education- 
al reform - - the standard of 
education has dropped drastic- 
ally since the mid-1960s - - and 
greatly increased emphasis on 
science and technological re- 
search. 

The People’s Daily reported 
today that Professor Tang Ao- 
ching, professor of . chemistry 
at Kirin University, had addres- 
sed a three-day meeting here 
attended by 7,000 outstanding 
middle school students and te- 
achers of mathematics, physi- 
cs and chemistry.

Concorde is barred again 
until next court hearing 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29 <JR). — 
A federal appeals court yester- 
day barred the ' Anglo-French 
supersonic airliner Concorde 
from landing in New York at 
least, until after a further court 
hearing on Sept. 19. 

The ruling stayed an order 
by Federal District Judge Mil- 
ton Pollack which would have 
allowed the controversial air- 
liner to begin flights into New 
York’s Kennedy International 
Airport from today. 

Judge Pollack ruled on Aug. 
17 that tile Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey, op- 
erator of Kennedy Airport, had 
discriminated against Concorde 
by slapping a 17-month “temp- 
orary” ban on the airliner while 
it tried to decide whether the 
plane met the authority's noise 
standards. 

Judge Pollack said the ban 
was "excessive, unjustified, dis- 
criminatory and unreasonable” 

The appeals court said yes- 
terday it would hear the autho- 
rity's appeal on Sept. 19 and 
that Its stay on Judge Pol- 
lack’s ruling would remain in 
effect until it banded down a 
decision on the case. 

The appeals bearing could 
take up to two days and court 
officials said there was no way 
of telling when the three-man 
tribunal would hand down its 
decision. 

The ruling took none of the 
participants in the year and 
a half long struggle over Con- 
corde’s landing rights in foe 
United States by surprise. 

Both sides expect the issue 
fb end up before the supreme 
court, foe final U.S. court of 
appeals, before it is resolved. 


Air France and British Air- 
ways. Concorde's operators, 
had expected a long legal bat- 
tle after Judge Pollack's rul- 
ing. Both raid they would not 
be prepared to start supersonic 
flights into New York until the 
autumn. 

The case stems from a rul- 
ing by foe Ford administration 
two years ago to allow lfi-mo- 
nth-long Concorde trials at 
Kennedy Airport and at Dtffies 
Airport in Washington. 

The federal government con- 
trols Dulles Airport, but not 
Kennedy, which is under the 
jurisdiction of the Port Autho- 
rity.

To play a hand on a cross 
ruff when you have all the 
high trumps presents little 
problem. But when you have 
a weak trump suit you have 
to handle the crossruff care- 
fully; otherwise the defend- 
ers will thwart you with 
overruffs. Consider this 
hand. 

After his partner opened 
one no trump, North employ- 
ed the Stayman Convention 
to check on i 44 heart fit. 
When South showed a heart 
suit. North decided that his 
ruffing value in clubs made 
his hand worth a jump to 
game. 

West led the queen of 


clubs, and when dummy 
came down declarer could 
count six tricks in the side 
suits. Therefore, he had to 
take four trump tricks to 
make his contract. Since he 
was missing four of the five 

honors, he could not accom- 
plish that by power — he had 
to rely on ruffs. But to guard 
against overruffs. he had to 
draw some trumps before 
embarking on his crossruff. 

To lead ace and another 
trump would be self-defeat- 
ing. An alert defender would 
draw a third round of 
trumps, leaving declarer 
with only one ruffer in each 
hand and limiting him to nine 
tricks. 

There is a simple way to 
get round this problem. 
After winning the king of 
clubs, declarer leads a low- 
trump from dummy and 
ducks. Assume West wins 
dnd continues another club. 
Declarer wins and cashes the 
ace of trumps. 

The trump suit is now 
abandoned. Declarer cashes 
the ace-king of spades and 
then sots about ruffing 
minor suit cards in his hand 
and dummy. The defender 
with the master trump can 
overruff whenever he 
pleases, but declarer will 
still score three ruffing 
tricks with his combined four 
trumps. Add to this the 
trump ace and the six side- 
suit winners, and declarer 
has a total of ten tricks— 
exactly what he has con- 
tracted for.

PEKING, Aug- 30 (AFP). — 
President Josip Broz Tito of 
Yugoslavia will start political 
discussions with Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng tomorrow morn- 
ing, a Yugoslav source said 
today. 

Mr. Stane Dolan c, number 
two man in the Yugoslav Co- 
mmunist Party will take part 
in the talks in the Great Hall 
of the People, the source said. 
Observers recalled however 
that this is a state visit and 
in principle pa rty-to- party re- 
lations, which do not exist be- 
tween the Chinese and Yugos- 
lav parties, should not be br- 
ought up officially. 

Foreign Minister Milos Ml- 
nic and the other six mem- 
bers of the Yugoslav delega- 
tion will also be present at 
the talks, while observers ex- 
pect China to be represented 
by the leaders who were at 
the airport with Chairman 
Hua to meet President Tito 
Vice Premiers Teng Hsiao-ping 
and Li Hsien-nien, Peking Ma- 
yor Wu Teh who is also Vice 
Chairman of the National Peo- 
ple’s Congress, and Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua. 

This Afternoon Marshal Tito 
had a meeting with Premier 
Chou En-lai's widow Teng 
Ying-Chao. 

President Tito was given a 
triumphal welcome under the 
moustaches of the giant port- 

Top Chinese 
to Chairman 


PEKING, Aug. 30 (AFP). — 
The corpse of the late Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung is resting 
in a crystal case in the memo- 
rial hall built in his honour 
in Tien An Men Square in 
Peking, the New China News 
Agency revealed today. 

The official agency said the 
delegates to the recent 1 1th 
Cbm munis t Party Congress, 
held in mid-August in Peking, 
had gathered in front of the 
late chairman’s body after the 
congress closed. 

The 11th congress was of- 
ficially held between Aug. 12 
and IS. 

The fence around the mon- 
ument was taken down on the 
night of Aug. 15. The next 
day the residents of Peking 
discovered an enlarged Tien 
An Men Square with the me- 
morial hall at one end. 

Special security measures 
were taken on Aug. 16 to pre- 
vent curious onlookers from 
crossing a white border line 
painted around the monument. 

The late Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, draped in the red flag 
of the Chinese Communist 
Party with a yellow hammer 
and sickle, rested in the crys- 
tal case surrounded by flow- 
ers and green plants, the ag- 
ency said. 

"Chairman Mao’s face looks 
just as resolute and serene as 
he used to.” the agency said. 

The preservation of the body 
involved scientific and medical 
research in Peking, Shanghai 
and several provinces, the re- 
port said. It made note of 
the purity of the crystal case. 

The memorial is thus ready 
for th& official inauguration, 
which will probably take pla- 
ce on Sept. 9. the first anni- 
versary of the death of Chair- 
man Mao. Work on the me- 
morial hall was begun in No- 
vember last war bv his suc- 
cessor, Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng. 

The mausoleum is a square 
building 33 metres high and 
covering an a^ea of 20.000 sq. 
metres, the agcncv reported. 

Pine trees, cedars, cherrv 
and other trees and flowers 
decorate the surroundings of 
the building In true Chinese 


Fait of Stalin in Tien An Men 
Square on his arrival today 
for his first visit to China. 

The China of Mao's succes- 
sor, Chairman Hua, which in- 
vited the Yugoslav head of 
state for the official nine-day 
visit, celebrated with spectac- 
ular flourish the reunion bet- 
ween China and Yugoslavia 
erasing the dark era when the 
“leader of modern revisionism” 
was attacked without respite. 

Today Marshal Tito was fe- 
ted in Peking as the champ- 
ion of independence from the 
Soviet Union and leader of the 
non-aligned movement 

His hair still blond and ap- 
parently fitter than ever at 
85, even after two weeks of 
official visits to Moscow and 
Pyongyang, President Tito was 
met at Peking Airport by all 
the top Chinese leaders except 
for the aging Marshal Yeh 
Chien-ying who, at 80, is not 
as spry as the Yugoslav pre- 
sident. 

The celebrations began at 
Peking Airport where thousa- 
nds of schoolchildren shouted: 
"Welcome, welcome” on the 
tarmac decorated with flags of 
the two countries and sang 
and danced for the president 
for almost half-an-hour. 

At the steps of the presi- 
dential plane which arrived 
from Pyongyang, Chairman 
Hua and the other Chinese le- 

pay respects 
Mao Tse-Tung 

style. 

Written in golden characters 
on the white marble blocks 
above the south and north en- 
trances is the inscription: 
“Mausoleum of Chairman 
Mao” in the handwriting of 
Chairman Hua. 

It was Chairman Hua who 
contributed several “important 
instructions” about the mau- 
soleum to the Central Com- 
mittee of the party which was 
responsible for its constructi- 
on, the agency said. 

The building work was car- 
ried out by thousands of Chi- 
nese who managed to comp- 
lete this work of art in just 
six months, the agency added. 

Turks postpone 
settlement of 
Famagusta area 

NICOSIA, Aug. 30 (R). — 
Plans to settle Turkish-Cypriot 
100 families in the formerly 
Greek-Cypriot Varosha area of 
Famagusta this week have been 
postponed, official sources in 
the self-proclaimed ’Turkish 
Federated State of Cyprus” 
said yesterday. 

They said the postponement 
was decided on because nece- 
ssary construction in the area 
was not yet completed. No oth- 
er information on the postpon- 
' ement was available. 

The Turkish-Cypriot admini- 
stration had said It would allow 
100 families to move on Th- 
ursday into apartment blocks 
in a fringe district of Varosha. 

Varosha is the hotel and en- 
tertainment area of Famagus- 
ta, an east coast port. Turkish 
troops have sealed off Varosha 
since they captured it three ye- 
ars ago while occupying the 
northern third of Cyprus. 

The settlement plan led to 
a call last week by the Cyp- 
riot government for an emerg- 
ency debate in the United Na- 
tions Security Council on what 
it called the “seriously deter- 
iorating situation” on the is- 
land. 

The Security Council is ex- 
pected to meet some time this 
week to consider the complaint.

In another exceptional gesture 
the grandstands beside Tien 
An Men Gate were full of 
young Chinese holding gaily- 
coloured letters forming the 
words: ‘ Dobra nam dosli" or 
"Welcome" in Serbo-Croat. 

Tens or even hundreds of 
thousands of demonstrators, 
row upon row of boys and 
girls in brightly-coloured cost-

A police spokesman, said three men scaled th writ around the 
cemetary shortly after midnight on Sunday and tried to break in- 
to the marble mausoleum where the Rock ar.ci Roil idol’s bodv 
was entombed 12 days ago. 

Police were tipped off on Saturday about the attempt and 
were waiting at the mausoleum along with privets security guar- 
ds, the spokesman said. 

Memphis police chief Mickey Jones said in 2 statement: "Se- 
veral days ago, information was received that a group of people 
were going to enter the Forest Hill Cemetery, then break into the 
mausoleum, steal the body of Elvis Presley and hold it for rans- 
om.” 

Several people were lurking outside the cemetsrv on Saturd- 
ay night 

Chief Jones said: "Early Monday morning, four suspects were 
arrested near the cemetery after (they) entered over the back 
wall, bypassing security guards, approached the mausoleum and 
shook the door, when they were apparently frightened off.” 

Chief Jones said a "confidential source’ 1 gave police the tip- 
off. 

Police sources said three of the four suspects entered the ce- 
metery and were chased and arrested by the heavily-armed police 
and security guards.

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S. Africa free to use 
non-peaceful nuclear 
power, says minister

DURBAN, South Africa, Aug. 
30 (AFP). — South Africa has 
the right to use its nuclear po- 
tential for non-peaceful pur- 
poses should this become ne- 
cessary, Finance Minister Owen 
Horwood said here today. 

He told the Natal Congress 
of the ruling Nationalist Party 
that South Africa would stand 
by the assurance it had made 
to the world that Its nuclear 
programme was aimed at the 
peaceful use of nuclear energy. 

“But if South Africa decides 
to use its nuclear potential in 
any other way it would do 
so according to its own needs 
and it alone will make the de- 
cision. I, for one, reject abso- 
lutely and entirely that anyone 


should tell us what we should 
do." 

Mr. Horwood said die Soviet 
Union had raised the storm 
over South Africa having a nu- 
clear device and was preparing 
to test it in the Kalahari. Hie 
United States had taken up 
the cry which ohers had then 
followed. 

“The latest is the new little 
Foreign Minister of France 
(Louis de Guiringaud) who, 
when he arrived in Dar Es Sa- 
laam and was confronted by a 
few protesting blades, rushed 
off home to France." 

This was the sort of person 
trying to- tell South Africa 
what it should do, the minis- 
ter said. 


U.S. casts doubt on report of

“bigger” arrests 


NEW DELHI. Aug. 30 (R). 
— Indian Home Minister Ch- 
aran Singh said yesterday 
"much bigger persons" than 
those already trusted could 


be involved in misappropriation 
of funds belonging to former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s 
ousted Congress Party. 

The Indian news agency, 
Samachar. quoted the minister 
as saying in answer to repor- 
ters’ questions that “the net is 
getting closer and closer.” 

Several of Mrs Gandhi's im- 
portant aides, including hpr 
private secretary who ran her 
successful 1S71 election cam- 
paign, and former Defence Mi- 
nister Bansi Lai have been ar- 
rested and released on bail for 
alleged misappropriation of 
party funds. 

Last week a Congress Party 
political resolution accused the 
ruling Janata Party of trying 
to destroy the Congress Party 
and alleged use of “barbaric 
third-degree methods of tortu- 
re” to extort confessions from 
party members. 

In the northern state of Pun- 
jab an initial police report last 
week alleged missappropriation 
of funds by several former mi- 
nisters of the state. 

"We have asked the chief 
minister of Punjab to look in- 
to complaints received against 
some of the previous minis- 
ters," Mr. Charan Singh told 
newsmen. 

Many of Mrs. Gandhi's form- 
er cabinet colleagues, aides 
and her controversial 30-year- 
old son Sanjay have been In 
trouble since her crushing el- 
ection defeat in March. 

Mr. Sanjay Gandhi was gran- 
ted exemption yesterday from 


persona! appearance at the ne- 
xt hearing of a case connected 
with the destruction of a sat- 
irical Aim during his mother's 
emergency rule.

Mr. Carter said the State 
Department was c he c k i n g the 
reports.

The embassy’s top-secret co- 
mmunications room was on 
one of the floors damaged by 
the Are. 

Some limited communicati- 
ons channels were restored so- 
on after the fire, but circuits 
for classified information were 
not working for most of the 
weekend. Temporary replace- 
ment equipment was flown to 
Moscow from Bonn. 

The spokesman repeated de- 


nials made by U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Malcolm Toon of news re- 
ports that Soviet firemen ro- 
amed unaccompanied through 
rooms containing classified and 
sensitive Information while fi- 
ghting the 17-hour blaze. 

“There is no indication of 
any kind of activity other than 
fire fighting," he said.

nuclear leaders will 
arms limitation plan

PARIS, Aug. 30 (R). — France 
will open its drive for world dis- 
armament with a personal ap- 
proach by President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing to the leade- 
rs of the big nuclear powers, 
government officials said here 
last week. 

The messages to be sent sh- 
ortly to the United States, the 
Soviet Union, China and Britain 
will mark a radical policy shift 
for France, which since the ear- 
ly 1960s has held aloof from 
international negotiations on 
arms limitation. 


France's detailed proposals 
for general and complete dis- 
armament will also be submit- 
ted to the United Nations spe- 
cial assembly on disarmament 
in New York next May. 

Moves can be expected to 
end France’s boycott of the Ge- 
neva Disarmament Conference 
and to bring China into the dis- 
cussions, a cardinal aim of the 
new French policy. The initia- 
tive on disarmament was an- 
nounced after a cabinet meet- 
ing last Wednesday at which 
President Giscard d’Estaing st- 
ressed the urgent need for re- 
solute action. 

France’s change of heart has 
been a gradual process stem- 
ming from growing alarm at 
the dangers of nuclear prolif- 
eration, particularly in Africa, 
as well as the enormous cost 
of the arms race to all nations. 

Only a few days before the 
cabinet discussions, France said 


it had evitier.ee South Africa 
was planning a nuclear test 
and warred the government in 
Pretoria tc drop any such pl- 
ans. The South Africans vigor- 
ously denied the charge. 

Under President Charles de 
Gaulle ir. the 1360s, France ke- 
pt away from ihe Geneva Dis- 
armament Conference on the 
grounds that the talks could 
only serve to consolidate the 
nuclear monopoly of the super- 
powers. 

At the same time, President 
de Gsulle developed France’s 
own nuclear deterrent, this 
cherished “force de frappe". 

Francs declined to sign the 
1963 partial Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty sr.d the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Pact. It is not 
taking part ;n tits Vienna talks 
between NATO and the War- 
saw Pact on mutual force re- 
ductions in central Europe. 

Although the latest French 
thinking has yet to be presen- 
ted in detail, it seems unlike- 
ly that President Giscard d*Est- 
aing would be prepared to join 
the nuclear treaties drawn up 
in the past decade.

France Is now working for a 
completely fresh approach to 
the glcba! problems of disar- 
mament, tairing into account 
technological progress and ch- 
anging circumstances -- parti- 
cularly tha spread of nuclear 
potential in the Third World, 

According to the presidential 
spokesman, the French propos- 
als -- to be presented “at an 
appropriate time" - - would co- 




ntain these elements: 

-- Reduction in both the qu- 
antity and quality of arms; 

-- The process would start 
with countries whose arsenals 
are most disproportionate to 
the needs of world strategic 
balance (an obvious reference 
to the Soviet Union and the 
United States); 

-- No discrimination in fa- 
vour of any state, geographic 
zone; or type of armament; 

-- Effective controls, exploi- 
ting modem technology to the 
fullest extent 

Government officials said Pr- 
esident Giscard d’Estaing wo- 
uld appoint a senior official wi- 
thin the next two or three we- 
eks to coordinate the French 
disarmament Initiative. 

An important element in the 
evolution of President Gisca- 
rd d’Estaing’s thinking has 
been his personal contacts bo- 
th with Soviet President Leon- 
id Brezhnev and with U.S. Pre- 
sident Carter. 

When the Kremlin leader vi- 
sited Paris In June, he pressed 
the French to be more active 
in international efforts to ach- 
ieve disarmament. 

The two governments promi- 
sed every effort to ensure the 
success of the United Nations' 
session on disarmament next 
year. 

France is also supporting Pr- 
esident Carter's efforts to se- 
cure agreements to prevent sa- 
les oi industrial nuclear techno- 
logy from leading to the spread
